This month’s On The Air feature is 
John Kemker - KF4MZD. John was 
born in Houston, Texas and attended 
Belair High School. John , 
was relocated to Atlanta in § 
1979 when his father was | 
transferred while employed 
with Gulf Oil. 

John was first exposed 
to amateur radio while living 
in Houston bya ___ friend of 
his fathers. Mike Blair (now 
N5MB) had a “monster” ham 
shack full of all kinds of ra- 
dio equipment from early 
packet equipment to RTTY 
gear. Mike began teaching 
classes and John went but 
never finished up the course. John does, 
however, admit thatallthathe learned 
from Mike definitely “stuck with him.” 
John still has some of the study mate- 
rial, including a 1976 ARRL Handbook. 

After the family relocated to At- 
lanta, John attended Henderson High 
School (now Henderson Middle School). 
He graduated in 1982 and followed 
graduation with attending Georgia State 
and Dekalb College.

By the end of that summer, John had 
obtained a 6 meter transverter. Lady luck 
found her way into Johns’ ham life when a 
friend of his, who was not even a ham, nor 
even interested, won a Ten Tec Scout ata 
hamfest and GAVE the radio to John. Can 
you spell FREE, NO CHARGE ?? Wow!! 
John threw up a dipole, (| bet that was 
painful!!) and began operating on 6 meters. 
Later, at the 1997 Atlanta Hamfest, John 
bought a 5 element Cushcraft 6 meter 
beam. 

John’s other ham gear consists of an 
ICOM 765 HF rig. For antennas, John has 
a Fritzel windom center-fed dipole that 
comfortably covers 160-10 meters. He also 
has a 15 meter rectangular loop. John’s 
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Summer is at an end and time to be 
planning fall activities. I'll just briefly men- 
tion Simulated Emergency Test weekend 
coming up Oct. 3rd. | covered this in last 
month’s article pretty well. Something | 
didn’t Know about at that time though is a 
field trip to Georgia Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (GEMA). | asked Mike 
Boatwright (KO4WX) the District Emer- 
gency Coordinator for GEMA to speak at 
our Oct. 138th ARES meeting. While talk- 
ing with him, | asked about visiting the 
GEMA Hadq.’s radio room. That led into a 
field trip planned for Oct. 4th, the day af- 
ter SET Saturday. The reason for the first 
Sunday is that’s when Mike normally vis- 
its the station, checks out the equipment 
and checks into thestatewide ARES net 
on 3.975 MHz. Even though having the 
3rd and the 4th tied up with ARES activi- 
ties crowds the weekend, it’s really the 
best time to visit on that Sunday. Why? 
Well because you'll be exposed to all the 
traffic handling and activities associated 
with the National ARRL SET weekend. 
The amount of stations participating and 
messages being sent and received will be 
abnormally large and thus be more inter- 
esting for you to observe. I’m going to meet 
Mike on Sept. 5th to assist him in check- 
ing out the station and obtain information 
on how to get there, where to park and 
pass that information on to people want- 
ing to participate in the field trip.

SKYWARN nets at 9pm local time. For 
now, plan on being downtown Atlanta 
around 4:30 to 5pm Sunday afternoon, net 
is from 6 to about 7pm and we'll leave 
shortly after the net closes or whenever 
you feel like leaving. There won’t be a for- 
mal talk-in, but we can use 145.41 re- 
peater for monitoring and giving directions. 
So don’t let the fear of getting lost keep 


™ you away. 


Fall is a good time to do antenna 
maintenance both for mobile and fixed 
stations alike. As a challenging project, 
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figure out how to install your 2 meter an- 
tenna as tornado/hurricane/ice storm proof 
as possible. At the fall hamfests, find old, 
cheap antennas (both hf and vhf) that you 
can put up and store ina safe place. When 
a storm or ice damages existing anten- 
nas, you'll then be ready to get the stored 
ones out and temporarily set them up for 
emergency communications. Don’t forget 
spare coax and connectors too. Relocate 
existing antennas to better locations to 
increase range for local simplex commu- 
nications. 

Check along the length of coax 
cables to find cracked insulation, connec- 
tion points where the weatherproofing 
sealants may need replacing, or cable 
that’s not securely fastened to tower or 
other supporting structure. Also check 
SWR on existing antennas. Bottom-line 
thought here is, get things ready during 
the cooler more peaceful fall season and 
be prepared for the harshness of winter 
and early spring severe weather conditions 
that are to come. 

Not much to write about this month 
so that’s it for September. Hope all that 
can will participate in ARES activities com- 
ing up and look forward to seeing you then.

Hams win over surveillance manufacturer 


Score a big win for ham radio. 
This as the FCC turns down a bid by 
the manufacturer of theft deterrent 
equipment to gain access to Amateur 
Radio Spectrum. 

Back on April 28, 1997, Check- 
point Systems, Inc. requested that the 
Commission amend Part 15 of its 
rules. This, to increase the allowed 
radiated and power line conducted 
emission levels for intentional radiators 
in the 1.705 to 30 MHZ band. 

Checkpoint manufactures sys- 
tems that are used to prevent the theft 
of articles from retail stores and other 
facilities. In its filing, the company said 
that such a rule changes would permit 
an increase in the operating range for 
its electronic article surveillance gear 
without increasing the risk of interfer- 
ence to other radio services. 

The FCC designated Check- 
points request as RM 9092 and put 
out for public comment. Responding 
on behalf of Amateur Radio was the 
American Radio Relay League. 

On June 16th, 1997, the Ameri- 
can Radio Relay League filed in oppo- 
sition to the Checkpoint petition. The 
ARRL pointed out that Checkpoint has 


not provided any technical analysis of the 
potential for increased interference to the 
amateur radio service. The ARRL believes 
that Checkpoint’s request would result in 
increased interference to the amateur ra- 
dio service which is allocated spectrum in 
several frequency bands between 1.705 
and 30 MHZ. 

But that was not all. The ARRL also 
noted that such installations are often lo- 
cated close to amateur operations located 
in residential areas. Also, the ARRL also 
said that such a rule change was unnec- 
essary due to the availability of alternative 
technology that operates in higher fre- 
quency bands. 

On August 4th, Dale Hatfield who is 
the Chief of the FCC’s Office of Engineer- 
ing and Technology turned down the Check- 
point request. | doing so Hatfield noted 
that Checkpoint has not provided sufficient 
technical analysis to support its assertion 
that there is no risk of interference to other 
radio services as the ARRL claims. 
Hatfield also said that Checkpoint had not 
submitted any scientific evidence to sup- 
port its claim that building attenuation will 
act to prevent this kind of interference.

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Storm Spotters 
Class Offered 


The National Weather Service will 
be conducting a Beginner Storm Spot- 
ter class on Thursday, September 24, 
at 7:00 PM at Gwinnett Medical Center 
in Lawrenceville. The class will be held 
in classroom 5 in the education center 
(near the labor and delivery center and 
adjacent to the medical records room). 
You do not need to pre-register, just 
come to the class. 

There is no charge for this class. 
It is open to the public and is for any- 
one who wants to find out more about 
being able to spot severe weather in the 
making for their own personal safety, or 
for someone who wants to become a 
weather spotter for the National 
Weather Service. 

By attending the class, you are 
qualified to be a weather spotter, but 
not obligated to be one. All that being 
a weather spotter involves is that the 
NWS has a list of conditions that they 
want to be notified of. They give youa 
phone number to call to report if you 
see any of the listed conditions in your 
area. 

The class instructor (a meteorolo- 
gist with the NWS) will give out refer- 
ence booklets with pictures and text 
describing what weather conditions to 
look for that might become a severe 
weather problem. They also tell you 
how to estimate wind speed and rate of 
rain fall. The instructor will also show a 
film and will have a question and an- 
swer session afterward. The class usu- 
ally lasts about 2 to 2 1/2 hours.

to find out if there will be a class with a 
time and location that would be suited 
to your needs.
